it was decided to set Tuesday as a 
time when the public would be invited 
to witness the marvelous work done 
by a car equipped with the Hupp sys­ 
tem. 
In response to the word which was 
given out about this opportunity to 
be given the public, a thousand peo­ 
ple came to Bloomington from Chi­ 
cago, Des Moines, Omaha, Davenport, 
St. Louis and other cities, representa­ 
tives of a dozen metropolitan news­ 
papers being among the number.
